“The two fare increases granted 
the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
last year enabled it to realize net 
earnings of $1,360,877 in 1952, 
more than double the $510,862 
earned in 1951, it was shown in 
the company’s annual report made 
public last night. 

Although the company, in ap- 
plying for both fare rises, stressed 
rising operating costs, the report 
snowed that operating expenses 
actually declined $44,875 last year 
from the 1951 level. Last year 
they amounted to $24,507,396. 

Neither fare increase was ef- 
fective for the full year. The first 
rise, which sent the basic cash 
fare from 15 to 17 cents and 
made comparable increases in 
other fares, went into effect 
March 9. The second increase, 
which boosted the basic cash fare 
to 20 cents but made no change 
in the weekly: permit schedule, 
became effective Nov. 16. 

Record Dividends. 

Last year’s earnings, highest 
since 1946, were still insufficient 
to cover the record $1,608,672 
paid out by the company in div- 
idends last year. The difference 
of $247,795 was taken from the 
eerned surplus accumulated in the 
profitable: war years. Undistrib- 
uted surplus was reduced to $7,- 
446,588 at the end of the year. 

A quarterly dividend of 25 
eents a share was paid for the 
first three quarters last.year, be- 
ing increased to 35 cents in the 
last q r, for a total annual 
rate of $1.10, i the com- 
pany’s history. 33cent rate 
was maintained in the first quar- 
ter of 1953. 

Deegtng revenue of $27,3290,- 
821 up $1,338,377 or 5.3 per 
cent from 1951, although revenue 
passengers declined 8.5 per cent 
to 181,648,795 in the same period. 

Reduction in Vehicles. 

At the end of ea ag an 
com was operating 
tones hed 300 streetcars. This 
was a reduction in service of 77 
busses and 10 streetcars from the 
end of 1951. Round-trip route 
miles remained the same at 620 
for busses and 116 for streetcars. 

Although collision-type acci- 
dents on St. Louis streets increas- 
ed 4 per cent over 1951, accidents 
involving Public Service Co. ye- 
hicles declined 15 per cent permit- 
ting the company to obtain a 
reduction in its liability insurance 
premium rate of more than $400,- 
000, President John C. Baine 
said. 

He attributed the reduction in 
accidents to an expansion of the 
company’s safety program. 

Original cost of the property, 
plant and equipment, less ac- 
cumulated depreciation, was re- 
ported as $24,839,841. In addition, 
the company had $4,322,443 in 
current assets, including working 
capital. 

- One Bus Division Closed. 

The Carondelet bus division was 
elosed last year and its operations 
merged with those of the South 
Broadway division. Baine said 
the DeBaliviere division was being 
modernized and converted to a 
bus and rail division which would 
permit the closing of the Newstead 
division. 

In addition to Baine’s elevation 
to the presidency, administrative 
changes included the promotion 
of Oscar W. Rexford to operating 
manager and of John W. Dameron 
to ‘assistant operating manager. 
Dameron also continues as execu- 
tive t.

ENCORE TONIGHT 
OF 4-PLANET SHOW 
IN THE SOUTHWEST 


Four planets ordinarily seen in 
different parts:of the sky will 
all be in the southwest again this 
evening, for the benefit of ama- 
teur astronomers who may have 
missed the first performance be- 
cause of atmosphere conditions 
last night. 

Big star of the show will be 
Venus, which reaches its greatest 
brilliance and is now brighter 
than anything in the. night sky 
except the moon. Jupiter, Mars 
and Mercury are the others in 
the quartet. 

Highest in the sky is Jupiter. 
Off to the right and lower, shin- 
ing like a searchlight, is Venus. 
Next is Mars, to the left of Ve- 
nus. Elusive Mercury, off to the 
right, was just above the horizon, 
to be seen only at dusk. 

To casual observers this lineup 
is not noticeable, but to astrono- 
mers it is a spectacle seen for the 
first time since 1940. The four 
planets will appear in the south- 
west again tomorrow night. The 
time to look is between 5:16 and 
5:40 o'clock.

VOTE IN PRIMARY 
FROM 120,000 10 
200,000 LIKELY, 
OBSERVERS SAY 


Tucker - Eagleton Feud 
Expected to Draw 
Heavy Democratic 
Balloting — Two Bond 
Issues to Be Submitted. 


A total vote of 120,000 to 200,- 
000 is expected in next Friday's 
primary election when candidates 
for Mayor, Comptroller and Al- 
dermen in the 14 odd-numbered 
wards are chosen, political ob- 
servers said yesterday. 

Leaders of both parties agreed 
the Democratic vote will exceed 
100,000, chiefly because of a spir- 
ited campaign battle between 
Raymond R. Tucker and Mark D. 
Eagleton, candidates for the may- 
oral nomination. 

Joseph Uxa, chief clerk for the 
election board, predicted a total 
vote of 150,000. His estimate in- 
cluded 110,000 Democratic votes 
and 40,000 Republican. 

Skaggs’s Forecast. 

A turnout of 75,000 Republi- 
cans and 125,000 Democrats was 
forecast by Ancel A. Skaggs, 
chairman of the Republican City 
Central Committee. He based 
the Republican figure on the ex- 
pectation that hotly - contested 
races for the party’s aldermanic 
nominations in three big Repub- 
lican wards would bring out the 
vote. 

“I don’t think the Republicans 
will step over to the Democratic 
side for the primary,” Skaggs 
said. “They'll stay in the Repub- 
lican ranks. We have a contest 
for comptroller and several close 
aldermanic races.” 

Tucker's backers are depending 
upon a rather one-sided Repub- 
lican mayoral contest to bring a 
number of Republican voters into 
the Democratic ranks to vote for 
their candidate in the primary. 
A large Democratic vote would 
be considered favorable to Tucker, 
since Eagleton has a much larger 
share of the party’s organiza- 
tional support. 

Small Vote 4 Years Ago. 
In the mayoral ‘primary four 
years ago the total vote was only 
91,873, including 61,261 Demo- 
cratic ballots and 30,612 Repub- 
lican. 

On the basis of the permanent 
registration list, as revised after 
the recent canvass, about 387,350 
residents will be eligible to vote 
in the primary. A total vote of 
125,000 would be considered nor- 
mal; 200,000 heavy for the pri- 
mary. 

Two bond issue proposals also 
will be submitted to the voters 
Friday. One calls for ‘issuance of 
$1,500,000 in bonds for develop- 
ment of a park linking Aloe and 
Memorial plazas. The other would 
cancel authorization for $825,000 
in bonds voted in 1934 but never 
issued. Effect of the two pro- 
posals would mean a net increase 
of only $675,000 in city indebted- 
ness. 

G.O.P. Comptroller Race. 

Three candidates are seeking 
the Republican nomination for 
comptroller: Milton F. Napier, 
former state Senator; Arthur A. 
Bindbeutel, a real estate dealer, 
and Joseph J. Holland, certified 
public accountant. Napier has 
considerable organization support. 
Milton Carpenter, the incumbent, 
is unopposed on the Democratic 
ticket. 

Wards in which there are hot 
contests for the Republican alder- 
manic nominations are the Thir- 
teenth, Twenty-third and Twenty- 
fifth. Améng the Democrats, close 
races are expected between alder- 
manic candidates in the Ninth, 
Eleventh, Seventeenth and 
Twenty-first wards. 

The bitter campaign between 
Tucker, former city smoke com- 
missioner and civil defense direc- 
tor, and Eagletén, former presi- 
dent of the School Board and 
Police Board, has been marked by 
charges regarding the influence 
of the Callanan-Shenker political 
machine. 


Eagleton Files Suit 

Eagleton has filed a $200,000 
damage suit against Tucker and 
four of his campaign leaders be- 
cause of their allegations that he 
solicited and obtained the support 
of the faction headed by former 
Sheriff Thomas F. Callanan and 
Morris A. Shenker, attorney with 
a large practice in criminal cases. 

Eagleton, in a statement to his 
campaign workers yesterday, said 
he anticipated the defendants in 
his suit would “use every form of 
delay and procrastination in an 
effort to avoid giving the public 
the true facts with reference to 
the Callanan-Shenker matter prior 
to next Friday’s primary.”

Two Communiques Issued. 

Two communiques were issued 

this afternoon; one covering the 
political aspects of the confer- 
ence and the other covering the 
economic and financial talks.

As had been planned, the 
economic and financial talks were 
inconclusive. They were designed 
primarily to acquaint the Eisen- 
hower administration with the 
British Commonwealth proposals 
for expanding werld trade and 
gradually freeing sterling and 
other non-dollar currencies. 

The iaost important agreements 
reached involved British trade 
with China and the decision to 
tell Iranian Premier Mohammed 
Mossadegh, in effect, that the pro- 
posals now before him for set- 
tling the Anglo-Iranian oil dis- 
pute cannot be modified further. 

Two Moves on China. 

On the question of British trade 
with China, Eden informed Dulles 
that the Churchill Government 
had decided on two special meas- 
ures to tighten its control on 
shipment of strategic materials 
to the Reds. These are: 

1. To apply a new and stricter 
system of licensing ships regis- 
tered in'the United Kingdom and 
British colonies so that strategic 
materials from non-British sources 
cannot be carried to China. This

Advocate of Ruthless Power. 
Russian experts in Washington 
rate Malenkov as one capable of 
carrying on Stalin’s policy of 
ruthless power within Russia and 
in the satellite countries. For 
years he was Stalin's private sec- 
retary and later became g secre- 
tary of the Communist Party, a 
position which carries with it 
detailed knowledge of the party 
members, their strengths and 
weaknesses. Stalin rose to power 
by becoming general secretary of 
the party in Lenin’s time and he 
never relinquished the post. 
Malenkov, like Stalin, will be 
Prime Minister and head of the 
party, the essentials for a Russian 
dictatorship.

For a long time it was held by 
Mikhail I. Kalinin, because as a 
former peasant his homey looks 
and manners appealed to the 
masses. 

Voroshilov, who had fought 
with Stalin at Tsarizin, now Stal- 
ingrad, in 1918, at one time was 
touted as the inheritor of Stalin's 
mantle. He was usually pictured 
standing close to Stalin and his 
portrait was given unusual promi- 
nence in parades. The propa- 
ganda called him “Klim” and he 
was said to be Stalin's favorite 
crony.

Bulganin took his place on the 
defense council although his ex- 
perience had been as mayor of 
Moscow and head of the State 
Bank.

Martyn wrote that the panel 
had “concluded that it is no 
longer necessary or desirable in 
the interest of national security 
to bar you from employment by 
the Department of the Army.” 


Escorted to Gate. 

. When discharged five years ago, 

rdon was escorted by a major 
to the outer gate of the eg 
Center after being handed t- 
ter containing only general accu- 
éations. He was charged with at- 
tending a meeting open only to 
Communist party members, with 
attending meetings openly spon- 
sored by the Communist party or 
affiliated groups and with hav- 
ing been active in Communist or 
affiliated organizations.

Few saw hope for more peace- 
ful conditions under the new 
government headed by Georgi 
Malenkov.

POLISH JET LANDED 
IN DENMARK LEADS 
TO 3-POWER TANGLE 


COPENHAGEN, March 7 (AP) 
—Diplomatic complications mul- 
tiplied today among Denmark, 
Poland, Britain and NATO over 
the Russian-built MIG-15 jet 


fighter landed by a Polish air 
force lieutenant on the Danish 
Baltic island of Bornholm Thurs- 
day. 
While the pilot, claiming to be 
a political refugee seeking asylum, 
was being questioned at Copen- 
hagen police headquarters, Polish 
ster Dr. Stanislaw Kelles- 
Krauz deliveréd his second stiff 
note to the Foreign Office de. 
manding that the plane and pilot 
be handed back to Poland im- 
mediately. 
However, United States Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway’s. Supreme 
Allied Headquarters was reported 
trying to persuade the Danish 
governmen to hold the plane, the 
first MIG-15 to fall undamaged 
into western hands. 
Danish military authorities said 


they were “shocked and sur- 
prised” to learn that Wing 
Comdr. F. R. Jeffs, the British 


air attache here, had flown to 
Bornholm .in a private plane to 
examine the MIG. Some sources 
said the Danes had confiscated 
photographs the British officer 
made of the plane's interior. Jeffs 
said he “went to Bornholm with 
the sole intention of assisting the 
Danish experts. I turned over my 


film to them.”

OME day soon St. Louis 
baseball fans may awaken 
and learn that the city is a 

one-club baseball town, that the 
Browns are being moved to Mil- 
waukee, Kansas City, Houston 
or some other minor league 
city. There have been so many 
stories about the moving of the 
Browns and even the Cardinals, 
until the club became a Buseh 
property, that it’s like the story 
of the foolish shepherd and the 
wolf that finally did come. Fans 
have learned to take the stories 
lightly. 

Now, however, the situation 
has become critical. Bill Veeck 
has admitted that he will listen 
to anybody with a proposition 
about a better market for 
Browns baseball. And soon, or 
later, as people used to say until 
the expression was corrupted 

into sooner or later, somebody 
_ will come along with a propo- 
sition that is attractive. 

It is unlikely that there will 
be any warning, any opportdn- 
ity for civic pride and local 
_ capital to do anything about it. 
’ Bill Veeck, was here on a 

visit, which he said was for the °

“If I had been interested in

said, “I could have sold the 

. Browns profitably several times. 
But I want to stay in baseball.

E explained to Veeck that 
as an- old citizén of St. 
Louis we were sentimen- 
tally interested in seeing the 
' Browns remain in the city. 
There was a Browns team in 
St. Louis decades before we 
were born. The Browns came 
back in 1902 and have been 
in St. Louis ever since. It would 
be a blow to the city’s pride, a 
definite loss, to have the 
Browns moved out. Was it un- 
reasonable to ask if Bill, be- 
fore he finally made a deal that 
would take away one of its ma- 
jor league ball clubs, would 
give the city some warning? If 
such warning were given, local 
capital might rally to purchase 
the club so it could remain as 
a St. Louis institution. 

“I'm afraid that if a deal 
were in the making or ready to 
be closed, and such a warning 
or notice were given, the deal 
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probably never would go 
through” was Bill’s answer. 

Veeck did give some en- 
couragement. He said he was 
not quitting on St. Louis and 
that he was not frightened by 
the competition that the Car- 
dinals, soon to be owned by 
Anheuser-Busch, would give the 
Browns, although he admitted 
that competition could be rough. 

“I’m encouraged about the 
* ball club’s progress and its fu- 
ture, its immediate future,” 
Veeck said. 


St. Louis fans, we believe, 
would like to see Veeck con- 
tinue to operate the Browns 
in St. Louis, to see how the fans 
of the city and surrounding ter- 
ritory will react if a winner or 
a pennant contender is devel- 
oped. Last year the Browns fin- 
ished seventh, but the Veeck 
personality and reputation were 
so encouraging that the Browns 
showed the biggest attendance 
increase in the major leagues. 
It could be that the cash cus- 
tomer interest would continue 
to grow. With a first division 
club the Browns might ap- 
proach the million mark. 


It‘s Not Where, but 
How Well They Play. 


HERE could the Browns do 

better than that? Milwau- 

kee ce doesn’t stand 
out as any answer to a 
ball club owner, While the Bos- 
ton Braves were in the dol- 
drums last year, the Boston- 
owned Milwaukee team won the 
pennant during the regular sea- 
son. Despite that fine showing 
the Milwaukee club attracted 
only 195,000 persons. That was 
a big dfop from 1948 when the 
attendance at Milwaukee to- 
taled 345,000. 

What assurance is there that 
Milwaukee will attend if their 
major league club happens to 
be in the first division? Moving 
to Milwaukee won’t make bet- 
ter hitters out of the boys, or 
better pitchers. Milwaukee 
never has drawn a season’s total 
that would be considered ade- 
quate in the major leagues. For 
the first year, perhaps, there 
might be a rush to see a nov- 
elty, to see the other big league 
clubs. But in a short time it 
would be a question with the 
fans of how good the Milwaukee 
club was. Fans there won't be 
satisfied with an also-ran, any 
more than they are in St. Louis 
or Boston or Cincinhati. 

When ‘Veeck bought the 
Browns he told everybody he 
was buying the club to operate 


‘| it in St. Louis. He hasn’t given 


such operation a fair trial just 
yet. Brownie fans and all St. 
Louisans hope he’ll continue in 
his efforts to build a good ball 
club. Way back in 1922 the 
Browns drew more than 700,000. 
The solution, as we see it, is to 
‘give the fans another good ball 
club. Then a move to any other 
city won't be necessary.

Most American Parents 
Want No Sons in Politics. 


Somewhere, there in Italy, I think, I read 
about a public-opinion poll which reported 
that some seven out of 10 American parents 
disapproved their sons’ going into politics or 
public service, or something like that.. From 
what I had already seen of the war at home, 
in the Pacific, in the Mediterranean and from 
what I was still to see in Europe, I have often 
thought of that little morsel of news: fight, 
suffer, die, squander our substance, yes; but 
work in peacetime for things we die for in 
war, no! There seemed to me something 
curiously inconsistent about the glorious, 
eager, uncomplaining sacrifices of war for 
the security of our homeland and its cher- 
ished institutions and the active distaste of so 
many respectable people for peacetime par- 
ticipation in the politics and service of that 
homeland and its institutions.

A year later, in the autumn of 1944, I was 
in England and along the Western Front in 
France and Belgium on an Air Force job. 
Standing one day—wet and cold—in Esch- 
weiler, a battered little German town near 
the Ruhr river, I thought of Italy, just a year 
before, wet, cold and bloody too; of the South 
Pacific the year before that, hot, steaming 
and bloody; of North Africa, West Africa, 
the Caribbean, and all the places I had been, 
all the things I had seen, like the soldiers 
there in Eschweiler, moving up to the lines, 
and the ambulances moving back. I thought 
of the ghastly burns I had seen long before 
on those “Pearl Harbor boys” in the rows of 
white beds in California. I thought, too,. of 
how the desperately wounded little Japanese 
prisoners had struggled to. sit up and bow in 
a stinking, suffocating hospital hut in a cocoa- 
nut grove on the other side of the war- 
wrenched globe. 

Was this the everlasting destiny of man, 
indicted for his stupidity and sin, con- 
victed, sentenced forever te kill or be 
killed? No, it would end soon. “The 
weather is too bad for. tactical flying,” the 
officer was saying, “but the Eighth Air 
Force will be over tonight to flatten some 
more of Berlin, I suppose.” And beyond, 
I thought, was the Russian juggernaut 
pounding, grinding toward us; the noose 
was tightening—yes, it would be over soon; 
and then we must start on something bet- 
ter; pick up where Wilson left off, with a 
broken heart and a broken body, and push 
on to end this bleody business before it 
ends us all. 

What was it Wilsen said in his sorrow 
with the prescience of revelation? I can 
predict with absolute certainty that within 
another generation there will be another 
world war if the nations of the world do 
not concert the method by which to pre- 
vent it...” 


It was not a long reverie, just a moment 
there near the command post, in December

1948 Seemed a Bad Year 
For an Illinois Democrat. 


In December 1947 some of the Democratic 
leaders asked me to run for governor. This 
was a new departure. I had never run for 
office, had never wanted any, had never been 
active in city or state politics and knew 
almost none of the party leaders in Chicago 
or downstate. Moreover, 1948 did not look 
like a very good year for Democrats any- 
where, let alone in Illinois, where only three 
had been elected governor in 90 years. But 
I accepted. Why? I don’t know exactly; 
perhaps it was Father and Grandfather Ste- 
venson and Great-Grandfather Fell who had 
all served Illinois; perhaps it was restlessness 
about settling down again after eight feverish 
years of war and peace; perhaps it was the 
encouragement of some determined friends 
- . « and perhaps the public-opinion poll I 
saw in Italy had something to do with it. 

Anyway, I did it. I worked at it day and 
night, from January to November, and was 
elected by the largest majority in the state’s 
history. There followed four years of toil in 
Springfield, more rewarding and satisfying 
than I had dreamed possible. The governor- 
ship of a great state is an education in poli- 
tics, people and public administration that 
has few counterparts in American public life. 
And there I quickly discovered that in a 
political job there are usually two ways to do 
things: the politcially expedient way or the 
right way, Sometimes they do not coincide 
but in the long run the right way is the best 
politics. 

How did I happen to be nominated for 
President when I did not seek the nomina- 
tion and did not want it? In late December 
1951, I decided after long reflection on the 
trials and hazards, the changes and chances 
of political life, to run for governor again. 
Very shortly articles began to appear about 
me as a Democratic presidential possibility, 
seldom taking any note of the fact that even 
if I wanted the nomination I was already 
committed to run for governor. 

All winter and spring people were com- 
ing to Springfield and telephoning from 
all over the country paper men, col- 
umnists, commentators, political leaders, 
friends, leaders of organizations, etc., etc.

All this time, from January to July, I read 
stories speculating ‘that I wanted to run if 
Senator Taft was nominated by the Repub- 
licans, but not against General Eisenhower;

if he did not, etc., ete. And only occasionally 
did I see anything suggesting that I meant 
what I said and that another term as gov- 
ernor of Illinois really was the full measure 
of my ambition. 

Before the convention opened I asked a 
caucus of the Illinois delegation not to nom- 
inate me and not to vote for me if nom- 
inated. At the opening of the convention, I 
made a welcoming speech as governor of the 
host state. Something of a demonstration 
followed; so, after ohne more appearance in 
the hall, I stayed away on the other side of 
the city. Hearing that Archibald Alexander, 
candidate for senator in New Jersey, or Gov- 
ernor Schricker of Indiana might nominate 
me, I called them both by phone and asked 
them not to. Alexander agreed, but my 
esteemed friend Governor Schricker rebelled 
—and a very good nominating speech he 
made, too! 

Contrary to the impression of some, I 
had no understanding whatever with Presi- 
dent Truman at any time that I was avail- 
able. To set at rest still another rumor, I

At the risk of being accused of fake 
heroism or being described as a dema- 
gogue, I must say I was disturbed but not 
surprised to read recently that one of the 
largest and oldest college fraternities, Phi 
Delta Theta, founded at Miami University 
in Oxford, Ohio, in 1849, had suspended 
its Williams College chapter for daring to 
admit a Jew into the brotherhood. 


I was not particularly shocked because 
shock—if it can‘be called that—in connec- 
tion with Phi Delta Theta had come to me 
in my tender days when I was a brother 
in the bond at Colorado College—and upon 
the occasion of my first understanding 
grip with intolerance. 


I had been called a “dago’” when I was 
six in the coal camps of Centralia, Ill., and 
bloody-nosed my way out of that challenge 
to dignity without knowing the nature of 
the issue, I was to learn, in time, that that 
was not the answer. 


A few years later, tramping through the 
foothills of Douglas county, Colo., and ex- 
ploring the Garden of the Gods with my 
father, I absorbed a kindly, searching, tem- 
perate and wise agnosticism—an agnosti- 
cism built to trap and hold and love the 
absolute truth when it finally was to come 
years later within my range. 


I basked comfortably in the warmth and 
pleasure of fraternal affection ‘in those 
happy pre-1929 years that saw all the 
country whirling in the gay trivialities of 
the ’20s. 

I was happy at Colorado College and in 
Phi Delta Theta until I suggested casually 
one day that a boy named Kaufman, I be- 
lieve, would make a congenial brother 
and that we ought to pledge him. 

The conditions and atmosphere of our 
brotherhood were rhetorically explained. 
God forgive me! I've been a slow starter 
ali my life and 19 was an age that saw me 
ill-equipped to diagnose the stubborn guilt

that haunted my sense of justice. My in- 
feriority in the face of this fresh social 
problem was further enhanced by the fact 
that I was deficient in my studies and 
thrown out of school for what the then 
school administrators. sincerely believed 
were good and sufficient reasons. 


In the 20-0dd years that have passed 
since then, not one among us has escaped 
the conditions or the magnitude of revo- 
lutionary changes striking at the causes of 
social fears and guilt. 


I am not indignant or belligerent, as 
those terms are generally understood, about 
Phi Delta Theta and/or its numerous coun- 
terparts. But I am deeply disheartened, 
saddened and discouraged, after all that 
depression of the ’30s, the world violence 
of the °40s and the tragic quicksands of 
Korea, to discover in the ’50s the inability, 
the inadequacy of a notable American col- 
lege fraternity to rise to the cry of the 
age and break the barriers that keep genu- 
ine brotherhood isolated. 


In history’s long pull, the anachronistic 
college fraternity and the recent behavior 
of the governing Phi Delts will be of little 
moment in the face of all the other injus- 
tices in our midst. 


My point is that here was a dramatic 
opportunity in the social atmosphere of 
an institution of higher learning to strike 
a realistic and practical blow for the way 
and the order that we tell the whole world 
is. best.

S process has consisted of rewriting the minor part he played in 
the military operati8ns of the Russian Civil War, 1918-1920, to give 
him: major credit for the Bolshevik success. 


World War II, Stalin 
was anberdoe. played up for 
the Russian people as a demi- 
god, replacing the czar as a 
father-image of the people, and 
religion as a source of faith. 
Part of this effort included pic- 

him as the planner of the 
we and deviser of its final vic- 
ry. 
The cynical and realistic Stal- 
in never permitted himself any 
such deception, He kept in 
daily close touch with military 
operations, but his was 
to decide, or approve the rec- 
ommendations of his chief of 
staff or his senior generals. 


He was, considered him- 
self, a strategist, just as Prime 
inister of Britain, Wiiston 


Churchill believes he is, and as 
the late President Roosevelt con- 
sidered himself a naval expert. 


If Stalin was not a great gen- 
eral, he was a great war leader, 
with rushless courage to carry 
out the long retreats following 
the invasion of Russia by Ger- 
many, and the re-establishment 
of Soviet industry behind the 
Urals. No lesser man could have 
held his country together in the 
face of the early disasters suf- 
fered. 

General Walter Bedell Smith, 
former Ambassador to Moscow, 
described Stalin’s position in the 
— Ra yao to the chair- 
man of a board who had the pow 
of decision. sr 

Stalin’s decisions during the 
war were made in board-meeting 
fashion. Ivan Krylov, in his book, 
“Soviet Staff Officers,” describes 
one such meeting when an impor- 
tant military decision was to be 
made. 

The Germans were approaching 
Kiev. Marshal Budyenny wanted 
to make a stand and fight. Mar- 
shal Shaposhnikov, the Soviet 
Chief of Staff, who devised and 
carried out the Soviet strategic re- 
treat before the advancing Ger- 
mans, wanted to make a fighting 
withdrawal on successive lines. 

At the meeting, Stalin sat in a 
leather arm chair at one end of a 
30-foot table covered with green 
baize, with Marshal Shaposhnikov 
beside him. Twenty arm chairs 
held the members of the Pélitburo 
and the other generals present. 

Stalin Opened Meeting. 

Stalin opened the meeting. In 
a feeble and hesitant voice, he 
said: “Comrades, we are gathered 
here in a special council of war. 
The Politburo has decided to meet 
in the presence of somhe of our 
military leaders to decide the 
question of our plan of operations 
in the Ukraine. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion between Comrade 


Shaposhnikov and Comrade Bud- | 


yenny. As it is a question of the 
highest importance, I have 
thought it necessary to refer the 
matter to the Politb and to 
call in our specialists 
chief of our general staff.” 

Shaposhnikov was a former 
Czarist officer and the most bril- 
liant of the officers on the Soviet 
staff. Stalin had taken a course in 
strategy from him in 1932. 

Budyenny, also an officer under 
the Czar, had joined the revolu- 
tion and became a firm supporter 
of Stalin in the early days. Bud- 
yenny was universally considered 
to be a military joke, with little 
more competence as a leader than 
the horses he rode. He owed his 
position in the Soviet Army to his 
early and continued loyalty to 
Stalin. 

The Chief of Staff explained 
hte situation. He showed that

Budyenny if he remained and 
fought, and that Budyenny would 
be caught in a pincer movement.

The German 
pincers caught him in Kiev and 
captured 665,000 Russian prison- 
ers.. Budyenny escaped by air- 
plane at the last minute. He was 
not given another command. 

Shaposhnikov made the plans 
for the defense of Moscow and 
the German defeat at Stalingrad. 
It was a question of holding until 
new armies for a counterattack 
could be formed and trained. The 
temptation was always present to 
dribble away the new forces to 
build vp the desperately fighting 
defenders. 


Instead, with complete ruth- 
lessness, Stalin accepted the 
Shaposhnikey scheme and had 
the courage to hold off until 
pew forces were completely 
ready. MacArthur, on a small- 
er scale, had the same hard de- 
cision in Korea when he held 
back forces for an amphibious 
landing at Inchon, while too 
few men were struggling to de- 
fend the Pusan perimeter. 

The victories at Moscow and 
Stalingrad in 1942 ended the 
danger that the Germans might 
conquer the Soviet Union. These 
were planned victories, not won 
by Russian courage alone, but de- 
vised by the military genius of 
Shaposhnikov. His reward, be- 
fore the end of the war, was to 
be allowed to perish in a hospital 
bu culpable negligence deliver- 


| ately ordered. 


| Stalin learned something of the 
realities of war when he was sent 
_by Lenin in 1918 to critical points 
_at the front. Arriving in the north 
| with a detachment of Red soldiers 
and two armored cars, he found 
|the situation. so confused that he 
| took it on himself, although it was 
‘not within his authority, to re- 
organize the military plan and 
make changes in the command. 
Trotsky, the War Minister, re- 
sented Stalin’s interference. He 
makes a good case for the thesis 
that Stalin did more harm than 
| good. He blames him for the dis- 
|aster at Warsaw when the Rus- 
|sians were thrown back and forced 
| out of Poland. His conclusion is 
| that “throughout the period of the 
| civil war, Stalin remained a third- 
| rate figure, not only in the army, 
— in the field of politics as

| It was as a national leader that 
| Stalin’s greatness is unquestioned. 
|After the disasters of 1941 and 
| 1942, the population of the Soviet 
Union still under Soviet control 
was reduced from 170,000,000 to 
130,000,000 by the loss of the 
Ukraine, White Russia and the 
Crimea. This left a Soviet popu- 
lation smaller than that controlled 
by Germany, to continue the 
fight. 

At the same time the Soviet 
Union had lost more than 50 per 
cent of its industry. It lost the 
coal regions of the Donets and 
Moscow, the mining region of 
Krivoi Rog, the manganese de- 
posits of Nikopol, and the whole 
metallurgical region of the south. 
| The great industrial centers of 
Leningrad, Moscow, Kharkov, 
Dnepropetrovsk and the Dombas 
rwere either seized by the enemy 
or menaced by him. The losses 
included 70 per cent of coal mines 
and’ 75 per cent of iron and man- 
ganese ores. 

A new base of industry had 
been established behind the Volga 
and the Urals. At the same tinie, 
industrial plants threatened by 
the Germans were moved to new 
locations. Seventy-five per cent 
of the factories in Leningrad were 
moved .to the east, and numerous 
factories from Moscow. The five- 
year plans of the past had devel- 
oped new sources of coal, steel 
and energy in the east, and this 
alone made the reconstruction of 
Soviet industry lost to the Ger- 
mans possible. 
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Production Build-up. 

An.enormous development of 
production was undertaken. In 
the early part of the war, the So- 
viet army quickly ran out of ar- 
tillery shells, which had to be 
rationed so rigidly that for long 
periods they were fired only when 
it was felt necessary to let the 
infantry know they still had artil- 
lery behind them. 

Long before the end of the war, 
shells were available in unlimited 
quantities, allowing the Russians 
to make artillery fire their prin- 
cipal means of breaking the Ger- 
man lines. Stalin called artillery 
the god of war, and it was for the 
Russians. 

According to Stalin, Soviet fac- 
tories produced annually from 
1942 to 1945 30,000 tanks, 40,000 
planes, 220,000 cannon and mor- 
tars, 450,000 machine guns and 
automatic weapons, 2,400,000 
shells, bombs and mines, 2,000,- 
000 machine pistols and 3,000,000 
rifles.

en as Stalin’s influence wanes. 
Their reasons are that (1) 


among Stalin’s suecessors there 
is none with enough personal 
courage and support among the 
central authorities and people to 
embark oa international adven- 
tures, and (2) it is believed that 


it will take some time, perhaps as 
two years, before the Kremlin 
groupings clarify and a new mas- 
ter emerges for the whole appa- 
ratus in fact as well as in title. 


No changes are expected in 
Russian internal or foreign policy 
for at least the same period, since 
the principal slogan is bound to 
be that of following faithfully in 
Stalin’s tradition. 

Belgrade had expected Fyache- 
slay Molotov, who was named 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, to be- 
come Premier for the transitional 
period because it believed him to 
be the greatest authority in Rus- 
sian ruling circles. It was no sur- 
prise here that Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky, was reduced 
to permanent representative to 
the United Nations. 

While there may be some dis- 
unity, Yugoslav authorities expect 
no immediate serious internal 
troubles in the Soviet Union. But 
a steady disintegration of the So- 
viet Empire and a general disen- 
gagement from foreign affairs by 
the Soviet Union is expected— 
provided, they say, the West ab- 
stains from threats or attempts 
to interfere in Soviet internal af- 
fairs. 

The shifts following Stalin’s 
death are unlikely to create im- 
mediately surprising develop- 
ments in the satellite states where 
events probably will be synchron- 
ized with developments inside 
Russia. ; 

Belgrade finally expects no 
fundamental change in Soviet-

been cool and distant. 


U.S. MILITARY CHIEFS

WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—American military leaders left 
for Paris today to join a high- 
level meeting on strategy gearéd 
to the existing capabilities of the 
western European defense system. 

Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
left this afternoon for the “com- 
mand exercise” at Supreme Allied 
Headquartérs which was called by 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Allied 
chief. 

Earlier in the day Gen. Hoyt 
Vandenberg, air chief of staff, 
‘departed for the meeting. Van- 
denburg also will inspect Air 
Force installations while abroad. 
Adm. Lydne McCormick, com- 
mander of NATO forces in the 
Atlantic, was scheduled to fly to 
the meeting from his headquar- 
ters at Norfolk, Va. 

Gen. Bradley told reporters he 
thought that after the strategy 
discussions by almost 100 high 
military officers of the western 
powers there would be a meeting 
late in the week of the standing 
group of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. Bradley ex- 
pects to return about March 15.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 7— 
HE solemn official Russian 

T announcemen of Joseph 
Stalin’s death mentioned spe- 

cifically only one other country. 


That was Red China. 

The communique said: 

“The peoples of the Soviet 
Union, true to the banner of pro- 
letarian internationalism, 
strengthen and develop the fra- 
ternal friendship with the great 
Chinese people, with the workers 
of all countries of the people’s 
democracy, friendly relations with 
workers of the capitalist.and colo- 
nial countires fighting in the 
cause of peace, democracy and 
socialism.” 


Biggest of Satellites. 


It is true that specific mention 
of China may be natural because 
China is the biggest of the satel- 
lites. It is even more true that 
among the satellites China is the 
biggest problem, and it may well 
be that China is seen as the core 
of the biggest long-range prob- 
lem to be d by the heirs 
to Stalin’s sprawling power. 

Dr. Harold Fisher, chairman of 
the Hoover Institute at Stanford 
University, says: 


“Stalin’s death will affect 
seriously the relations between 
Russia and other Communist 
countries—more seriously than 
between Russia and non-Com- 
munist countries. 

“These problems will be 
especially evident in China. 
Mao Tve-tung was ready to ack- 
nowledge Stalin as his senior. 
There is bound to be a weaken- 
ing of leyalty of other Commu- 
nist parties to the Russian lead- 
ership. . . . Russian leadership 
of Communist countries has 
been helped by Stalin’s pres- 
tige. Each one of these Com- 
munist countries has its own 
point of view and is more likely 
to assert itself with Stalin’s 
death than in the past.” 


If Dr. Fisher is on the right 
track, the appointment of Georgi 
Malenkov to succeed Stalin as 
Prime Minister is scarcely more 
important than the naming of 
Vyacheslav Molotov to his old 
post of Foreign Minister. 

Relieved of Job in 1949. 

Molotov was relieved of this 
job in 1949, just when China had 
entered the Communist orbit of 
nations. Speculation current then 
never has been denied—that his 
big job was to consolidate and ex- 
ploit the great new fact of ‘life 
—Red China. 

It was a crucial problem not 
only because of China’s great 
size and strangeness to Commu- 
nism, but also because China had 
become the personification of the 
whole satellite crisis as displayed 
by the Tito defection the year 
before. 

These problems have been met, 
to a certain extent, anyway, in 
the name of Stalin’s leadership. 
Now that he is gone, satellite re- 
lations appear to revolve around 
Molotov, but he will carry out 
policy formulated in the name of 
the dour and provincial Malen- 
kov. 

If Molotov’s return to the For- 
eign Ministry means a continua- 
tion of tact and consideration to- 
ward China, masking the hard 
dictates of Kremlin policy, it be- 
speaks a realization by the Rus- 
sians that their China problem 
needs attention for some time to 
come. 

If, on the other hand, it means 
that Molotov is a mere instru- 
ment and that the Russians are 
going to try to solve their China 
problem by ignoring it, then big 
trouble may be expected, and not 
just with China. A power like 
Russia, faced with the collapse of 
its satellite world, which a Chi- 
nese’ defection could mean, might 
lash out in blind frustration in 
any direction. 

Says Mao Won’t Be a Tito. 

A spokesman for the Chinese 
Nationalists on Formosa says that 
Mao Tze-tung will not become a 
Tito because Russia controls Red 
China “not through any one man, 
but through the party machine.” 

If party politics and heirarchic 

relationships were the only factor 
in this situation, the Taipeh 
spokesman’s evaluation might 
point toward its controlling as- 
pect. 
There is another element, how- 
ever, which looms very large. 
China to become the dominant 
power in Asia, and the corollary 
determination to use Russia 
toward that end. 

It long has been apparent that 
one reason Red China continues 
a war on alien soil in Korea is to 
maintain the vast training ma- 
chine it provides in modern war- 
fare. Machines, tanks, arms, 
planes, all come from Russia. The 
Korean war is Red China’s one 
undeniable source of pressure on 
Russia to provide these in ever- 
incfeasing quantities. 

Besides this, Russia is helping 
Red China to build up her indus- 
tries, and it would be unwise to 
think that the Chinese want this 
gravy train derailed just when 
it is rolling toward their goal of 
industrial independence. 


Chinese Praise of Stalin. 

In line with Dr. Fisher’s opin- 
ion that Mao is not going to be 
willing to defer to Stalin’s succes- 
sor, the Red Chinese government 
has ordered three days of mourn- 
ing and a vast panoply of propa- 
ganda in praise of the late So- 
viet Premier.

These were all questions of men 
and methods for dealing with 
them, not of objectives or good 
intentions.

I tried to do that during the 
campaign, with, I fear, indifferent 
success. As the battle of words 
progressed, I felt more and more 
that people cared little about the 
issues and party records, about 
precise definition of positions, 
They were weary of conflict, im- 
patient and eager for repose. 
While discouraging, it was not 
surprising. Having said my piece 
with some precision on the prob- 
lems of our country, I tried to 
stir deeper waters and talked 
more and more philosophically 
about faith and fear, and about 
the mighty and ponderous powers 
for good of free and independent 
thinking Americans. 

Timid Politicians. 


If my early assumption that 
some reasoned and precise de- 
bate would develop was a mis- 
take, I made some other miscal- 
culations too. I had not antici- 
pated that responsible Republican 
spokesmen, not including General 
Eisenhower, would trumpet plain 
falsehoods about my administra- 
tion in Illinois. Nor had I as- 
sumed that many Republican 
leaders, not including General 
Eisenhower, would impugn my 
loyalty and good “judgement” be- 
cause I told the simple truth— 
that the reputation of Alger Hiss 
was good when I knew him.

Through the solicitous inter- 
vention of many persons and 
agencies, Pinkie was found 
back in Wisconsin and the con- 
tact between the two was re- 
established. 

Meanwhile hundreds of other 
Americans had written to Tami 
and when last heard of he was 
writing to Pinkie with tears in 
his eyes and preparing to take 
up his correspondence with 
other well-wishers in the U.S.A. 

This episode was widely pub- 
licized in Japan and made a 
profound impression, It is not 
remarkable that Mr, Cousins 
considers it significant, not only 
of the average G.I.’s talent for 
friendship but of the boundless 
possibilities of sheer good will 
when it operates naturally. 

The barriers to a free com- 
munication of good will are po- 
litical, religious, economic and 
tribal, and Mr. Cousins does not 
minimize their force. The in- 
stitutions that embody these 
forces are strongly fortified; 
but in Mr. Cousins’s opinion 
they do not speak for man com- 

pletely, either in his primary 
concerns or his highest aspira- 
tions.

WORLD federation might 
do so. Mr. Cousins takes 
particular note of the most 
valid points made against such 
a federation. One: It would 
abridge the sovereignty of par- 
ticipating nations; To that he 
answers that the present an- 
archy in the world imposes an 
even greater limitation of 
choice, which is the essence of 
sovereignty.

Those who remain uncon- 
vinced by Mr. Cousins’s brief 
in behalf of a world govern- 
ment—which will probably be 
the majority of his readers— 
should at any rate be affected 
by his showing that unity of 
feeling is not prohibited by the 
laws of nature or the most 
widely disparate national cus- 
toms. If this affection can be 
spread a little wider by this 
book, it has still served a val- 
uable purpose.

ZRA POUND’S study of 

medieval Romance literature 

was first @mublished in 1910 
and reissued in 1929 with his 
own emendations. This 1953 
reprint comes without benefit 
of further annotation, as a mute 
reminder that the author, ad- 
judged insane, is now a ward. 
of the Government he attacked 
so bitterly from Rapallo. 

It is with nostalgic sadness 
that one renews acquaintance 
with the informed and vigorous 
prose of a younger, wiser 
Pound. He would have been a 
popular and effective classroom 
lecturer had he not feared the 
enslavement of faculty .medi- 
ocrity, reaching its apogee in 
the faculty tea.

Stifel has promised, if elected 
Mayor, to take the necessary steps 
to bring “progress, not decay,” to 
St. Louis. He has criticized the 
present Democratic administration 
for “deplorable traffic congestion” 
and a “slow pace” in developing 
low-cost housing projects. 

Stifel says he has “no pat an- 

swers” to the city’s problems and 
warns against those who do. He 
pointed out that he was educated 
as an engineer, declaring he is 
used to working “by a plan and 
not by ear.” 
) “Solution of the municipal prob- 
Jems will “require rethinking our 
approach, hard work, intense 
study and persistence,” he main- 
tains. 

Stifel proposes the establish-

Program Effective. 


The smoke elimination pro- 
gram then went into high gear 
and was markedly effective, prin- 
cipally because of Tucker’s de- 
termination to make the law work 
despite constant harassment by 
many coal dealers and other op- 
ponents of the measure. St. Louis 
became a model for other cities 
seeking solution for smoke prob- 
lems. 


Tucker was invited to many 
parts of the country to discuss 
his program and he was retained 
as consultant on air pollution by 
Los Angeles, New York, Pitts- 
burgh and other cities. 

In 1941 he was named Director 
of Public Safety, but also kept his 
job“as smoke, commissioner. After 
the Democratic administration 
was defeated in the following elec- 
tion, he remained as smoke com- 
missioner at the request of the 
new Republican Mayor, William 
Dee Becker. ; 


However, he resigned in July 
of 1942 to accept a full-time posi- 
tion on the faculty of Washing- 
ton University, where he became 
chairman of the department of 
mechanical engineering. For 13 
years before becoming secretary 
to the Mayor he had been an as- 
sociate professor of mechanical 
engineering at the university. 


Proponent of Civil Service. 


Tucker was chairman of the 
Citizens’ Survey Committee in 
1939-41, which made a study of 
local governmental problems, and 
was a member of the' commission 
which wrote the city’s civil serv- 
ice ordinance. : 
From April 1949 until April 
1950 he was chairman of the 
Board of Freeholders, elected to 
draw up a proposed new city char- 
ter. The proposed charter was not 
adopted by the voters, however. 
Tucker’s activity in helping 
write the civil service law and as 
head of the Freeholders board, 
which drafted a charter consid- 
ered inimical to patronage, did 
not serve to bolster his cause 
with many politicians. 
As a result, he has been forced 
to look for independent support 
to offset the much-heavier organ- 
ization backing obtained by his 
chief rival, Mark D. Eagleton. 
Headed Ward Group in 1930s. 
Tucker, in recent years, has 
been more active in public affairs 
than politics. However, he 
headed the Twelfth Ward Regular 
Democratic Organization in the 
middle 1930s and was chairman 
of the Democratic Citizens Com- 
mittee in 1945. ; 
In 1948 Tucker directed the St.

of pollution from the atmosphere.

As director of civil defense, his 
work attracted national attention 
to the city for its progress in de- 
veloping a defense program and 
won for him the civic award of 
the St. Louis Newspaper Guild, 
given at the 1952 Page One Ball. 
10-Point Program. 
In his platform, he has set out 
a 10-point program for St. Louis, 
dealing with the traffic problem, 
finances, housing, civil defense 
and human relations. and mat- 
ters affecting the entire metro- 
politan area. 


Since starting his campaign he 
has proposed establishment of a 
permanent commissien to handle’ 
juvenile delinquency problems in 
St. Louis. 

Tucker is on record opposing a 
Congressman’s suggestion that 
the Federal Government turn the 
riverfront mé@morial area back 
to the city for development. He 
said such action would be break- 
ing faith with St. Louisans who 
spent $2,250,000 to help clear the 
site, with the understanding it 
would be developed by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


He supports a proposal for a 
public authority to operate pub- 
lic transif facilities, declaring 
that “the best interests of the 
area can be served by a unified 
transportation system.” 


An authority with power to 
operate a transit system should 
also have power to regulate traf- 
fic, Tucker maintains. However, 
he says it isimpossible at this 
time to compare merits of vari- 
ous plans for handling the trans- 
it system until more information 
is available. 


As an engineer, Tucker con- 
siders himself particularly quali- 
fied to tackle the problems that 
will confront thé city in the next 
four years, particularly in regard 
to housing, slum-clearance, in- 
stallation of docks and ware- 
houses, and establishment of ade- 
quate airport facilities. 


Tucker was born Dec. 4, 1896, 
in St. Louis.

Issue Plan on 
Special Ballot

PROPOSAL to issue $1,500,- 

000 in municipal bonds for 

development of a park to con- 
nect Aloe and Memorial Plazas 
will be submitted to the voters on 
a special ballot Friday. If two- 
thirds of those voting approve, the 
city will buy the property in the 
three square bloeks bounded by 
Fifteenth, Eighteenth, Chestnut 
and Market streets, tear all the 
buildings down and corivert this 
blighted strip into an attractive 
recreational area. 


A companion proposal to be 
voted on Friday would cancel the 
city’s authority to issue $825,000 
worth of bonds remaining from 
the $1,900,000 issue voted in 1934 
for development of Memorial 
Plaza and construction «f Sol- 
diers’ Memorial. These bonds 
were never issued because they 
were not needed. 


* Approval of the two proposals 
would mean a net increase of 
$675,000 in the city’s bonded in- 
debtedness, which will be down 
to $17,000,000 when the current 
fiscal year ends on April 14. 
Sponsors emphasize that the new 
bond issue would not mean any 
increase in the tax rate. 


-Apartments Planned on North. 

The park would be immediately 
south of seven tall apartment 
buildings, providing about 1350 


dwelling units for middle-income 
tenants, to be erected by the 
Urban Redevelopment Corp. of 
St. Louis, the organization formed 
by business and civic leaders to 
rehabilitate decaying areas on 
nes _ of the downtown dis- 
ct, 


Most of the buildings that 
would be wrecked to make way 
for the recreational area are old 
and dingy. The three blocks have 
an assessed valuation of $789,197. 


City officials estimate costs 
connected with the park develop- 
ment as follows: 


Acquisition of “the property, 
$1,222,715; demolishing the build- 
ings, not more than $50,000; con- 
struction of the parkway, about 
$127,285; repaving streets and re- 
placing curbs, about $100,000. To- 
tal, $1,500,000. 

The number of people living in 
the three-block area fluctuates 
because of the large percentage 
of temporary lodgers; surveys 
made at different times have pro- 
duced figures ranging from 320 
to 640. About 85 per cent of the 
residents are white adults; only 
11 of the residents live in family 
dwellings; only five children from 
the area‘ attend public schools. 


The cluster of pawnshops, tav- 
erns, small hotels and second- 
story lodgings in this strip makes 
the approach to downtown St. 
Louis from the railroad station 
and the West End most unat- 
tractive. 


A park linking Aloe and Me- 
morial Plazas would give St. 
Louis a 12-block landscaped area 
faced by Union Station, the new 
Post Office,.Kiel Auditorium, the 
Municipal Courts Building, City 
Hall, the Federal and Civil Courts 
Buildings and the Public Library. 
Few cities have civic centers that 
could compare with this, 

The improved approach to the 
shopping district would help 
stabilize property values in the 
heart of the city and carry St. 
Louis a big step forward in its 
program of slum clearance and 
urban rehabilitation.

Cole, long a congressional ene- 
my of public housing, told the 
Senate Banking Committee last 
week that he still opposes the 
program, but promised to admin- 
ister the law as written. 

Bursting With Health. 

In a “farewell” interview, Foley 

stressed these points: 
* 1. The Government, operating 
through the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, has proven its 
“usefulness” to the housing in- 
dustry and is now regarded as “‘es- 
sential” to the trade’s well-being. 

2. The housing industry is 
bursting with good health and the 
growing buyer’s market for 
homes will make it healthier still. 

3..The*Government should keep 
the nation’s financial structure in 
such shape that the housing in- 
dustry can continue to produce 
1,000,000 units a year. 

4. The Government's housing 
program can only be effective 
with public confidence in the “in- 
tegrity and honesty” of its offi- 
cials and agencies. This confi- 
dence can be assured only with 
“constant vigilance.” 

Foley declined to predict or 
suggest what the Administration 
would do about the FHA’s mort-

New $1, 000 000 
Stores ‘Project 
At Old Orchard 


Planning for a neighborhood 
shopping development at an esti+ 
mated cost of $1,000,000 on the 
site of Old Orchafd Gardens on 
Big Bend road in Webster Groves 
was reported yesterday by Roy 
Graham, operator of Old Orchard 
Gardens. He hopes to get con- 
struction under way next fall. 

Retail operation of the gardens 
will remain on the site, but 
ground now used for growing 
there has become too Valuable 
to continue using in that opera- 
tion, Graham said. A 48-acre farm 
has been purchased for develop- 
ment of the growing operations 
and for a secondary retail outlet 
on the south side of Manchester 
road just east of Manchester. 

The new project will. be called 
“Colonial Village” and will have 
colonial architecture, but will 
avoid thé stereotyped approach 
generally referred to as “Wil- 
liamsburg” in construction in this 
area. A .part of the village al- 
ready has been established, on 
ground across the street from 
Old Orchard Gardens, and an- 
nouncement of the more ambi- 
tious part of the project came as 
the first group of buildings of 
“Colonial Village’ approached 
completion last week. 

The first section of the village 
has four colonial-styled brick 
buildings, two of which face the 
street and two of which face each 
other some distance back from 
the street.

The section involved, he said, for- 
bids payment of money to repre- 
sentatives of employes engaged in 
industry affecting commerce 
where the representatives are not 
on the payroll of the employer or 
connected with the employer ex- 
cept as union representatives. 


Richman said he believed the 
case was the first in the nation 
to be brought under this section 
of the law.

People in of- 
ficial and Army Washington, no 
matter how well they have known 
them, refer to him as the Presi- 
dent, to her as Mrs. Eisenhower. 
Even old newspaper friends here 
have been dropping the Ike line. 

Mrs. Eisenhower knows and 
understands her protocol and of- 
ficial position. Yet during their 
Army days, even when he was 
bossing SHAPE in Paris, staff 
officers often referred to her as 
Mrs. Ike. He never discouraged it. 


She likes to take personal 
guests over the White House, but 
she can’t very well go down to 
the main floor from their living 
quarters when the public is gone 
through. There have been from 
1800 to 8000 a day. 


She did, however, greet per- 
sonally a Dorchester (N.H.) school 
teacher ,Mrs. Rosamund Orr, who 
drove to Washington in a jeep 
with five of her students.

Moisture Welcomed 
; As March Blows In 


By Leonard Hall | 


HIS is the time of year when weather predictions are ex- 
pected and now that March has blown in like a lion, we'll 
chance ours. Spring will come along as usual, after a 
winter notable for its mildness. Rather oddly, it seems that 
old Mother Nature has taken 
little advantage of this fact. 
We find no evidence of an 
early northward migration of 
and water- 
fowl, although more of the 
latter undoubtedly remained 
in our latitude than happens 
during a severe winter. Open 
water throughout, the cold 
morths, wheat fields that 
have never been covered with 
snow, a plentiful supply of 
corn dropped by the mechan- 
in river- 
bottom fields; all these have 
made it unnecessary for the 
ducks and geese to move on 
southward to regular winter- 
ing grounds. This is, I think, 
less an indication that they

So far we haven't checked an unusual arrival among the 
songbirds, while some of the shore birds are late in getting 
The usual number of bluebirds wintered with us and 
sing merrily on every warm day. Although most winters find 
countless thousands of robins spending the whole season in 
this part of the Ozarks, we've seen surprisingly few of them 
this year. There are enough, so that we see them every day, 
but the great flights that moved back and forth across the 
valley in other years have been altogether missing.

wind and the general feeling that the soft, sunny skies and 
gentle breezes of April will never arrive.

Unwelcome as such weather may be, any precip- 
itation which comes our way during March will be 
gratefully received; for last year’s drouth is still un- 
broken. There’s many a farmer throughout the 
Middle West who, even though the mild winter saved 
him from disaster, is wondering what lies ahead if we 
don’t get more moisture into the ground. Faced last 
autumn with the failure of most of his feed crops and 
the prospect of having to sacrifice the livestock on 
which his living depends, he was able to get through 
the winter with a minimum of feed. Now, however, 
he wonders whether the drouth may continue through 
another year, killing the seedings of young grass and 
drying up the already hard-grazed pastares.

They're Still Chasing Flying 


The Story of Project Bluebook 
and Men Who Are Hunting Things 
That Aren't There — Or Are They?

B ratiers two sets of closely guarded gates at Dayton’s Wright- 


who hunt flying saucers for a living. Known as Project Blue- 
book (“the name was taken out of the air”) this little band pur- 
sues the business of flying saucery with scientific precision, using 


such diverse aids as jet planes, 


diffraction grating cameras and 


a remarkable eight-page questionnaire available to anyone who 


wants to report a saucer. 

The men and women of Project 
Bluebook (formerly known as 
Project Sign, Project Grudge and 
still irreverently nicknamed Proj- 


“ect Saucer) are currently investi- 


gating some 40 new saucer reports 
a month, occasionally chasing half 
across the country in hot pursuit 
of an aerial visitation. They re- 
gard their jobs as reasonably per- 
manent and actually welcome,new 
saucer reports— certain kinds, 
anyway. 

I confess that I found this state 
of affairs somewhat surprising. 
After all, in the nearly six years 
that have passed since saucers 
were first reported whizzing to- 
ward Mount Rainier, Wash., at 
1200 m.p.h., no one has yet been 
able to prove that they are any- 
thing but misinterpretations of 
what the Air Force calls “conven- 
tional objects” or “natural phe- 
nomena.” At least that was the 
conclusion reached after analysis 
of some 2200 sightings, press con- 
ferences with top Air Force gen- 
erals and consultation of platoons 
of expérts, including astronomers, 


psychologists and ornithologists 
(some of the saucers having 
turned dut to be formations of 
ducks or bugs). 


x * * 


NE reason why the Air Force 

has nevertheless endowed the 

saucers with the trappings of a 
concrete institution is that the 
stirrings of our restless age make 
it difficult for people to accept 
the obvious. Even Air Force col- 
leagues of Project Bluebook offi- 
cers have accused the saucer boys 
of hiding hotter reports than they 
have published (which the saucer 
boys deny) and some ‘still inquire 
quite earnestly: “Do you really 
have little green men pickled in 
formaldehyde?” (The saucer boys 
swear they: don’t.) 

Another reason why Project 
Bluebook (also known as Aerial 
Phenomena Section) still exists at 
the Air Technical Intelligence 
Center here is that the Air Force 
apparently feels that visitors from 
outér space may not be with us 
today but could conceivably show 
up tomorrow. There isn’t the 
slightest evidence that this will 
occur, but the Air Force isn’t tak- 
ing any chances. 


And then, of course, more than 
15 per cent of the wonderfully 
elusive objects described in those 
2200 existing reports have never 
been fully explained. 


“Naturally, there is a possibility 
that they could be anything under 
the sun,” Lt. Anderson G, Flues. 
said. “We don’t deny the possi- 
bility that they come from Mars, 
but we are interested in proof 
and we have no proof whatever.” 


Lt. Flues, a tanned, pleasant, 
25-year-old ROTC officer from 
Yate, who is Assistant Project 
Bluebook Officer, looked a little 
startled at what he had just heard 
himself say and quickly explained 
that it was “philosophically im- 
possible” to prove absolutely that 
something was non-existent, I 
nodded sympathetically. 

* * * 


ONSIDERING the trying cir- 
( cumstances, the Air Force has 

adjusted manfully to the task 
of tracking down every saucer re- 
port that comes from a trust- 
worthy source and contains 
enough detail. Every major Air 
Force installation in the country 
is supposed to have an officer 
who takes such reports as they 
are called in by citizens and shoots 
in the details to Project Bluebook 
by teletype. To aid in making the 
reports a 42-point questionnaire 
has been developed which at- 
tempts to pin down an informant 
on what he actually saw (“Was 
this the first time that you had 
seen an object or objects like 
this?”) and ask him to chart the 
object’s course by placing marks 
into diagrams that come with the 
questionnaire. 


When a report hits Bluebook 
headquarters, one of the saucer 
hunters gives it a quick check to 
see whether it containg anything

“We've had cases whefe Jupiter 
was reported by experienced 
weather observers and CAA tow- 
er personnel as an unidentified 
flying object,” Lt. -Flues said. 
“There was always 2 good reason 
for it: unusual atmospheric con- 
ditions that caused Jupiter to re- 
act erratically.” 


When a report is especially in- 
triguing, Capt. Edward J. Ruppelt, 
Bluebook's boss, investigates it on 
the spot. A 29-year-old aeronau- 
tical engineer and World War II 
bomber-navigator from Ames, 
Iowa, Capt. Ruppelt told me he 
had flown at least 100,000 miles 
in search of saucers and described 
one of his more promising mis- 
sions. 
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HIS one took him last sum- 

mer to George Air Force Base, 

Victorville, Calif. Five times 
within two weeks, officers and 
men at the base had seen a bright 
light moving high above, always 
around 1 p.m. F-86 jets had been 
dispatched after the things but 
could not reach them. Bluebook 
asked them to check on balloon 
launchings at Edwards Air Force 
Base, some distance away, but 
Edwards said their balloons were 
far too high to be seen. 


So Ruppelt went out and laid 
a plan to trap the saucers. Every- 
body on the base was alerted and 
hundreds stood by, craning their 
necks. The radar men were scan- 
ning their screens. o F-86's 
were standing. by. telescope 
was borrowed and set up. Rup- 
pelt was in the air in a T-6 train- 
er plane. 

“We were up about an hour 
whed we saw it,” the captain told 
me. “It looked like an extreme- 
ly bright star in the sky. We told 
the tower about it and then they 
spotted it, too. I had a pair of 
field glasses and I thought sure 
that it was a balloon. The tower 
called Edwards base and they 
had a balloon up at 95,000 feet. 
They said it would be impossible 
to see it and felt sure that what 
We were seeing wasn’t their bal- 
loon. Suddenly we saw the thing 
disappear—just like that.” 


Fortunately, Edwards Base was 
in contact with the balloon by 
radar and it turned out that at 
the precise moment that Capt. 
Ruppelt saw his bright star dis- 
appear the Edwards radar showed 
that the balloon that was sup- 
posed to be wunspottable had 
blown up.

ASKED Capt. Ruppelt what 
| equipment he takes along on 

saucer hunts, He said he usually 
takes his own camera and some- 
times a Geiger counter (“I don’t 
know why, to tell the truth”), 
Just lately he has been preparing 
to distribute 100 new “Videon” 
cameras which the Air Force pur- 
chased for local saucer-spotting. 
The camera is.equipped with a 
diffrattion grating that splits light 
into its various components and 
thus gives a tip-off as to the 
chemical composition of an aerial 
object it might photograph. 


The cameras are going to se- 
lected key radar stations. They 
are supposed to be well-scattered 
across the country, particularly 
in areas where there is a high 
concentration of “unknown sight- 
ings,” notably Washington, D.C., 
Albuquerque, San Antonio, and 
the San Francisco bay area. 


Although the personnel of Proj- 
ect Bluebook seems admirably ad- 
justed to life in saucer-land (the 
section recently moved in its 
building and hasn’t even had a 
phone of its own for three weeks), 
its men admit that they find 
themselves looking at the stars 
far more frequently since assum- 
ing their present duties. And 
sometimes they feel just a little 
like the pilot pictured in a maga- 
zine cartoon which is hung up in 
the Bluebook office, just under

the map of unknown sightings. 
The cartoon‘shows the pilot*flying 
wingtip-close to a fleet of saucers 
and has him saying: 

“They may be ‘visual manifes- 
tations of public hysteria’ to you, 
but they’re damned upsetting to 
me.” 

Capt. Ruppelt shared that senti- 
ment one evening not leng ago 
hert Olsson, another 
Bluebook man, was duty officer 
at the base and called him at 
home about 9 p.m. 

“Listen,” shouted the lieuten- 
ant, “I’ve got the damndest thing 
up above us that you've ever seen. 
It’s flashing on and off and twink- 
les quite a bit!” 

“You're crazy,” suggested Rup- 
pelt. 

“No sir,” said Olsson, “I’m see- 
ing it and I’ve got the guard here 
and he’s seeing it, too!” 

Capt. Ruppelt drove to the out- 
skirts of Dayton to look, but he 
couldn’t see a thing. He was just 
getting ready to call Olsson with 
some uncomplimentary remarks 
when he, too, saw something 
bright flashing on and off. He 
drove to the base, alerted the con- 
trol tower and ordered all kinds 
of checks. The object turned out 
to be a bomber testitg a new type 
of photo flash, but the alarm was 
understandable: the craft was too 
high to be heard or for its usual 
recognition lights to be visible. 

“Boy,” Ruppelt said as he re- 
lated this experience, “I thought 
I'd seen one for sure!”

Usually a boat takes about 900 
barrels, of shrimp a year, for 
which receipts run about $40 a 
barrel, or $36,000. 

The take is split at the end of 
each trip, half to the boat owner 
and half to the crew. The crew 
cuts up its end, 40 per cent each 
to the skipper and 30 per cent 
each to the rigger, who runs the 
winch, and the cook, who works 


On this basis, the skipper’s pay 
runs around $7200 a year and the 
crew members receive $5400, but 
boats which are manned by smart 
crews pay more to the crews and 
owner. Capt. LeBlanc has aver- 
aged more than $10,000 a year for 
the past five years and his crew

Its setup permits the interchange of mail 
between intermediate points on the run; mail picked up at a town is sorted 
at once, and any addressed to towns along the way is dropped off there. 


A highway mail bus, on its way to St. Louis, meets an- 
other headed for Jackson, Tennessee, on the highway 
near Mill Creek, Illinois, and the crews stop briefly 


to exchange information and mail. The St. Louis- 
Jackson run is about 270 miles each way, and busses 
average around 27 miles an hour, counting stops. 


IGHWAY POST OFFICES, the motor bus equivalent of 
railway mail cars, are coming into increasing use. 
They enable the Post Office Department to maintain 

adequate intercity mail service despite the decline in mail 
cars resulting from the dropping of passenger trains, which 
haul the mail cars. Highway post offices, like mail cars, 
carry mail on fixed intercity runs, with clerks aboard to 
sort the mail, drop it off and pick it up at points between 
the terminal cities. 

Three highway post offices operate out of St. Louis. 
The most recent to go into service travels between St. Louis 
and Jackson, Tennessee. Serving 38 intermediate stations 
as well as the terminals, it replaces rail mail service taken 
off two trains of the Gulf, Mobile and Ohio Railroad. 

Of the two other mail motor coach runs, one provides 
local service to Chicago, the other serves 46 towns be- 
tween St. Louis and Louisville, myos ed | 

The Post Office Department started the use of mail 
motor coaches on February 10, 1941, on a run between 
Washington, D.C., and Harrisburg, Virginia. It now main- 
tains some 150 mail busses with direct service to about 
2000 post offices in 23 states.

T EXACTLY 6:57 a.m., a baby boy was born 

at the Ohio State University Hospital 
here. 

He weighed nine pounds, was 21 
inches long and was named Mark Ransford 
Palmer by his proud parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
DeReath Newton Palmer, of Columbus. . 

» At the moment Mark was born, a huge popu- 
lation indicator (see reproduction above) reg- 
istered this figure: 158,676,687. This happened 
in Washington, D*C., 325 miles away. 

» And so that morning, last month, Tuesday, 
February 3, 1953, Baby Mark officially became 
“American Number 158,676,687.” 

To his parents, of course, he was somewhat 
more than a mere number. Said his mother: 
“We certainly wanted a boy.” His dad said: “A 
boy is what I wanted.” ; 

His four-year-old brother, Scott, said: “I 
like my baby brother—just because.” 


How it All Happened 


UT TO THE BUREAU of the Census in Wash- 
ington, Baby Mark is very valuable as a 
statistic. It is by collecting one statistic 

after another that the Census Bureau keeps 
track of the people of the United States—how 
many there are, where they live, how they live, 
how long they are likely to live, what they eat, 
what they wear, what kind of work they do and

be like in 1980? Here’s how the Census Bureau gives him a number and predicts his future 


how much money they make on an average. 
Quite a lot of wheels turned, however, before 
Baby Mark had finished becoming the nine- 
figure statistic that was clicked off on the 
Census Bureau’s population indicator in 
Washington: 
> His birth was recorded at the hospital. 
>» The hospital reported it to the Columbus 
Health Department. 
> The city Health Department reported it to 
the State Health Department. 
>» At this point, Baby Mark was converted into 
a statistic by the U.S. Office of Vital Statistics. 
He became part of the population data which 
this office collects every month from the 
health department of each state. 
> The Office of Vital Statisticstabulated this 
data and turned it over to the Census Bureau. 
Over in the Census Bureau, they figure pop- 
ulation changes (caused by births, deaths, im- 
migration, emigration) in terms of one each 
second. 


How the Score Goes Up 


"Tf WORKS OUT this way: there is a birth every 
eight seconds, a death every 21 seconds, an 
‘tmmigrant every 120 seconds. 

All this results in a “net gain of population” 
of one American every 13 seconds. And so, at 
present, the population indicator registers at 
this rate.

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>» On the day Mark was born, 10,599 other 
babies were born in the U.8S., ahd 4,100 people 
died. Mark became approximately the 260- 
millionth person born in the U.S. since the 
Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock in 1620. 

To the Census Bureau, statistics like these 
are not only history, they are a window on the 
future. Statistics indicate trends. On the basis 
of these trends, Census éxperts can get a fairly 
good idea of what things will be like for you 
and your children several decades from now. 

As an example, PARADE asked the Census 
Bureau how Baby Mark’s future shapes up. 
What will life be like for him in—say—1980, 
when he will be a young man of 27? 

Here, based on present trends, is a general 
picture of Mark Ransford Palmer in 1980: 
@ At 27, he will stand a good chance of living 


43 more years, to the age of 70. (Today, his life - 


expectancy is 66.) 

@ He will have been married five years. Aver- 
age marrying age in 1980 will be (as now) 
about 22. He will have plenty of girls to choose 
from. Today women in the U.S. outnumber 
men by 1.5 million. They~will probably con- 
tinue to do so indefinitely. 


He Already Owes $1,850 


ARK MAY BE LIVING in or near the suburbs 
M- East St. Louis, Ill., which probably 
will be the center of population in 1980. 
This is 140 miles from Olney, Ill., the present 
population center. Our population will then be 
about 200,000,000. 
@ If he decides to “settle down” somewhere 
else, it may well be in the Southwest. 
@ Mark came into the world owing the U-S. 
Government $1450—his share of the public 
debt. If the economy trend now starting con- 
tinues, Mark’s kids may get off with less. But 
if we have another world war the public debt 
might run into trillions, and Mark’s kids will 
come into the world owing more than he does 
now. 
@ His income may be about $4,000 a year. 
@ He will probably own his own house and lot, 
but will owe some money on it. 
@ He is more likely, of course, to be an em- 


ploye than’ an employer—probably a skilled 


worker in a factory. 


@ He probably won't be a heavy drinker. If 


anything, he'll prefer beer to whiskey.

@ He'll probably drive a smaller car than his 
father is driving today. (High cost of fuel and 
increasing traffic may well force a trend to- 
ward smaller cars.)

vacation. | 

@ It is not likely that he will need to fear 

cancer as much as people do today. On the 

other hand, he may suffer from heart trouble. 

Generally, Mark’s problem of making a liv- 


ing and raising a family will be more com- 


plicated than his dad’s is today. 

But even his dad’s is complicated enough: 

The Palmers live in a four-room apartment 
in a temporary housing project on the Ohio 
State University campus. Palmer is a graduate 
student in agricultural education, studying 
under the G.I. Bill of Rights. 

His G.I. funds and part-time employment 
help him pay the bills. Until recently, Mrs. 
Palmer worked as a nurse in a hospital. 

And what do they want “American Number: 
158,676,687” to be when he grows up? 

Says his Dad: “I don’t care what he is, as 
long as he’s a good citizen.”

Teach Your Son 


To Play Ball. . .

NEW YORK. 
OB FELLER had just pitched a 
B no-hitter against the New 
York Yankees. As he sat 
wearily in the Cleveland 
dressing room, flash bulbs were 
popping. So were questions. 
_ “Who helped you most in your ca- 
reer?” a reporter asked. 
“My father,” Feller said. 
His success had not dimmed 


_ Feller’s memory of those farm days 


in Iowa when his father practiced 
with him behind the barn. The elder 


Feller even built a baseball diamond 
for him. 

It’s an old story in baseball. 

Two of the heroes of last year’s 

World Series—Mickey Mantle of the 
Yankees and Edwin (Duke) Snider 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers—both 
credit their fathers with pushing 
them to success. 
@ Mickey's dad taught him his 
switch-hitting technique. Snider's 
father gave him a bat when he was 
only three. 

Yet there’s much argument as to 
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Fathers work hard to help 
make stars of their sons 


just what role a father should play in heading his 
son toward the big leagues. | 

“Dads generally are not able to teach their sons 

correctly and should not attempt to coach them — 
other than to get them interested,” says George 
Sisler, one of baseball’s all-time greats. He now 
heads the Pittsburgh Pirate scouting system. 
@ Yet the Sisler family has been exceptional in 
baseball. George, Jr., is an executive with the 
St. Louis Cardinals. Dick is the Cardinal first base- 
man. And Dave, the youngest, signed with the Bos- 
ton Red Sox for $40,000 last winter. . 

Eddie Stanky, manager of the Cardinals, dis- 
agrees with Sisler. He thinks fathers should show 
keen interest in their sons, beginning as soon as a 
boy starts tossing toys out of his playpen. 

“And. encourage him to throw right-handed — 
even that early,” he says. “If your boy is right- 
handed, he can play any position. At the plate, 
encourage him to bat left-handed. Ballparks are 
built to favor the left-handed hitter.” 


Encourage Your Boy 


66 FATHER should practice constantly with his 
A sours son, even if the boy is only three or 
four years old,” Stanky adds. “Use a hard 
ball—but with great care. The quicker he is accus- 
tomed to it, the better. Don’t reprimand your son 
too often. Instead, encourage him. (Feed your 
throws very gently to your son.

“Give him a reward once in a while for catching 
so many throws in a row without missing, or for not 
striking out. Take your son to watch as many base- 
ball games as you can.” 
@ Though Paul Richards, of the Chicago White 
Sox, agrees with Stanky, he warns against pushing 
your boy too much. “The best advice for dads,” says 
Richards, “is this: never insist that your boy doa 
certain thing in a certain way. Subtly suggest that 
he try something to see if it fits his style.” 

@ The most encouraging fact about trying to de- 
velop your son for the big leagues is that—assuming 
that he has the talent — his chance is as good as 
anybody else’s. A ballplayer is judged only by his 
batting, his fielding or his pitching skill, not by his 
father's reputation. *

RE YOU jittery about modern times, 

with the noise and nervous- 

i ness and talk of atomic bombs? 

Come to this little settlement 

in the hills. /t’s still living in the peace 
and quiet of pioneers days. 

Time has actually stood still here 
for at least 50 years. People are still 
churning their own butter, baking 
their own bread, and reading the Good 
Book by kerosene lamplight. 

Lost Cove lies 1,000 feet above a 
lonely valley. Above looms the 4,954- 
foot peak of Mt. Flat Top. But you 
won’t find Lost Cove on most maps. 

There is no road to the “outside,” no 
electricity, no telephone, no newspa- 
per, no postoffice, no movies, no store, 
no doctor, and no crime. 

@ Except for Swin Miéiller’s rickety 
1938 truck that shudders down the 
mountain trail, there’s no auto. 

@ All in all, there are only 40 people 
in “town,” even when it’s crowded. 
Usually, there are 17, unless you count 
70-year-old Sinclair Conley, the 
schoolmaster. 


Progress Passed By 


OU CAN GET within a mile of town 

and never know it is there. It 

nestles in a forgotten pocket of 
the Unaka Mountains, a mile or so 
from the Tenhessee border. Except for 
a white arrow (above) by the single 
track of the Clinchfield Railroad which 
winds through Toe River gorge below, 
you couldn’t find it without a guide. 
® “According to one story,” say the 
oldtimers, “it was founded by. some 
men who started to climb the moun- 
tain. After they got this far they were 
too tired to climb back down.” 

A long time ago, at least 50 years 
ago, there was a sawmill, and a rope- 
drawn railway that sent logs down the 
mountain and came back up with sup- 
plies. There. were 100 Baileys, Tiptons, 
Coopers, Bryants and Millers here.

any given day, at this time of year, 
you’re unlikely to find $25 in all of Lost 
Ceve. Average cash income (per fam- 
ily) rarely reaches $500 a year.

@ Yet Lost Cove folks claim they’re 
rich—because they can live the way 
they choose. That means being inde- 
pendent, and worshiping God accord- 
ing to their own’ way—which happens 
to be the Free Will Baptist Church that 
sends a pastor scrambling up the 
mountain once a month. 

If they wanted to, they could all pack 
up and leave tomorrow and make more 
money in Burnsville, the seat of Yan- 
cey County, 30-odd miles to the south- 
east—or in a place called Erwin, across 
the Tennessee border. 

@ “Sometimes,” says Mrs. Bob Miller, 
“we wish we could get the electric, so’s 
we could have wash machines, but 
we've been getting along.” 

@ “We're trying

things to sell, and the kids can get 
away to high school.” . 

When the road comes, it will bring 

changes to Lost Cove. It will bring 
visitors, traffic and maybe new people 
and jobs.
